DANGEROUS “REMEDY 
Paucaray AND BALLOT-DOXISM, 

The wise physician may, in many 
instances, find it necessary to pre- 
scribe moderate doses of stimulants 
toa patient far gone in the later 
Stages of alcoholism, but because 
this is true it does not follow that 
it is an equally wise action for tho 
social reformer to prescribe voting 
asa remedy or partial remedy for 
evils which dependence upon the 
ballot has. produced, or even asa 
means of “sobering up.” 

In tho first place, the parallel docs 
not permit us to consider the “body 
politio”.at all. Our physician deals 
with tho individual inebriate and we 
must deal with the individual voter. 
The «question is, What is the best 
advice to give to the man whose 
mind has awakened to the need of 
doing something to bring about better 
societary conditions? ‘Cease to do 
evil" is an injunction of primary 
importance. So long as aman de- 
pends upon the ballot, so long is ho 
incapable of working efticiently 
along other lines. His zeal and en- 
ergy are expended in the profitless 
craze of tho “campaign.” During a 
few weeks or months he works fev- 
erishly, fiercely, blindiy, and then, 
the election over, he sits in the stu- 
por and inaction that necessarily fol- 
low the intoxication, and his last 
state is worse than his first. 

But we aro iuformed that he is a 
charlatan who advises. the victim of 
the voting habit to quit all at onee, 
Heinust taper off gradually! “Vote, 
if you must, but vote to abolish 
rather than to enact laws," Right 
bere is where the parallel. between 
the man sick from alcoholism and 
the one sick from ballot-boxism, 
ceases, Tho formeris hisown slave 
master and lii own chief victim; the 
latter is the master of others and 
his may be the casting vote neces- 
sary to keep one class in subjection 
to another, Let him release his own 
slaves and trust to. the force of ex- 
ample to help on the work of eman- 
cipation. But here comes our phy- 
sician and tells us that his patient 
must vote fora while yet, his con- 
stitution is not strong enough for 
total abstinence. Let him vote to 
repeal, not to enact laws, he says. 
Tho important consideration over- 
looked by this physician ia that the 
man who has advanced far. enough 
to perceive that repeal is the thing 
needed, is not very anxious to voto, 
and can, with perfect safety, be ad- 
vised to vote not at all. Besides 
this, voting for repeal isa tacit ad- 
mission of the right of tho majority 
to decide how much of the citizen's 
private concerns shall be under tho 
control of said majority. Still again, 
voting for repeal is ineffective so 
long asthe repealers arein a minor- 
ity, and long before they become a 
majority tho corroding corruption of 
political lifo will be sure to have 
spotted them with the leprosy of 
law-making and tho original purpose 
of repeal will havo been replaced by 
some scheme of social regeneration 
by law,

he doesn’t need it, but as a “club to 
beat out the braus of those" who 
do not like its pattern or who have 
outgrown thenced of any crutch of 
any kind, itcannot be excelled in 
handiness and persuasive force. 
Dropping metaphor, ho wants the 
ballot, not to mako him walk in the 
path of duty, but to compel others 
to do as he thinks they ought. And 
then to tell him that, if he must 
vote, to vote for repeal only! 

There are tens of thousands of 
good men and women in the various 
iabor parties, and their agitating work 
is accomplishing much for reform 
by setting people to thinking, but 
they all desire to blanket us with 
laws and their success would make 
the government yet more paternal 
than it is now, There would be 
changes, some, doubtless, for the 
better, but the general result would 
not be in the direction of Lib. 
erty. On the contrary, the princi- 
ple of Authority would be strength. 
ened, 

The conclusion we reach is that 
so long as the existing government- 
al machine is running, all who take 
a handın operating it are enemies of 
the LET-ALONI: principle, practically, 
whatever they may be theoretically, 
and that tho ` advice they are sure 
not to heed is that given by our phy- 
sician, viv, to vote for repeal only 
when they do vote.

Why must there bon “state?” 

Mr. P. says the state “should be the 
servant of the people,” but in aland of 
equi rights there aro supposed to be no 
servants, or nt least that tho servants are 
such only eo long us the arrangement is 
mutually agreeable. But if “we the 
people" wore totalk of dischurging our 
servant the state and doing our own 
work withont hie aid, we would beac- 
cused at once of talking treason! The 
fact is, the stnte—í. c, those who dis- 
charge the functions of the state--is 
always “the master.” There never yet 
was a state in whichthe so-called *ser- 
vants of the people’ were notthe rulers, 
the masters of the people, and there never 
will be, When the“olected persons” cease 
to be the rulers, then the state, ns such, 
will cease to exist, 'lhalast seuteuce of 
the extract just quoted shows that mas- 
terehip, rulership, is Mr.Putnam'e idea of 
what constitutes the function of thestate, 
Herethe state-—its oflicers--is expected 
to take n paternal relation to the citizen. 
How ean itdo this—how can it provide 


til it owns or at least controls the natu- 
ral resources without which labor, ocen- 
pation, can neither. be honorable nor 
profitable? 


Noy, nay, friend Pntnan, not more 
power, but less powerin the hands of 
the State, is whatis needed. Tet the 
state, tho nation, as fastas the change 
can safoly be made, release ils grasp p- 
on the resources of natare--the land, wa- 
ter, the mines, also the money, the com- 
merce, etc. of the country, Let the peo. 
ple elect their own boards of arbitration 
to settle disputod claims, and trust to 
natural morality, natural sense of just- 
ied, instead of paternalistic legielation, 
to give a chance for “honorable occupa- 
tion to every citizen." Legislation and 
the enforcemont of laws are, in their na- 
ture, most corrupting, They debauch 
the conscience, create class distinctions 
tud obliterate the natural sense of just- 
ice. Thegigantio frauds, the organized 
mouopolies, the rings and mjndicntes, 
that now make millionaires of the few 
while honest industry must beg fora 
chance to earn its daily bread, would be 
impossible if we had no organized state. 

Mr, Putnam says further that “we 
want a people's party, awayed by univer. 
sal intelligence--vot a yarty manipulated 
by n balf-dozen wire-workers whose plan 
is to makethe rich richer and tho poor 
poorer.” Ahl yes, to be eure, but whero 
shall we ud that first. requisite, "Uni. 
versal intelligence?’ Aud even if the 
masses of poople, by some miraculous 
interposition, should to-day come into 
possession of this universal intolligence, 
would not tho few professionals, the 
“wiro-worlkers” continue ns now, to man- 
ipulate the elections and control the 
government in tho interest of the faw? 
For, be it ever remembered that the 
poor, be they ignorant or intelligent, 
must devote their time and their ener- 
gies so exclusively, so exhaustively, to 
their daily struggle for bread that they 
have neither tine nor energy to devote 
to the elucidation of political and mdna- 
trial problems.

‘Cuero was no mob save that led by 
Captain Reilly, and this also youknow. 
The 10,000 men gathered around the 
various stands wero quiet and orderly, 
There was not the slightest excuse for 
a police attack, — And yetit came. Bo- 
tween one hundred and one hundred 
and fifty policemen charged, without 
any order to the assemblage to disperse, 
upou the unsuspecting people, "They 
were infuriated and their clubs fell un- 
mercifully upon all whom they could 
reach, Men and women were uliko the 
victims of their eavage azsault, Heads 
were beaten, arms broken, prostrate 
meu nud women kicked and pounded by 
the uniformed rnflans. In one instance 
^ mau, stooping to pick from the gronnd 
n helpless woman, was fereily clubbed 
and knocked down hy one of the pur- 
sulug policemen, Svores of portectly 
innoceut persons were thus severely 
wounded, anid all was done thit the police 
could do to break up the meeting und 
create a riot, — But tliey did not succeed 
in doing either. Nota hand was raised 
agninst thom, and enbsequently the andl. 
ence returned and Jistened to the con- 
cluding speeches of their leaders, 


The Prison eran published by the 
convicts in tho Minnesota State Prison 
nt Stillwater, has reached our X table, 
We welcome it most Leartily, not merely 
or chiefly beeaneo of 18 owa merite, but 
as tn evidence that men and women are 
beginning to see that we are all the 
children of circumstances, and, conse: 
quently, that we should regard “crimi- 
nale," so-called,aa unfortunates rather 
than autlawa, and so do all possible to 
train them into integrity and usefulness 
instead of driving thom, by harsh and 


vindictive puvishmonts, stil! deeper into 
the slougb of degradation and crime. 
I hope that other prison authorities 


will follow the example wisely set at Still. 
water and give those under their charge 
the opportunity to healthfally employ
